St. Petersburg, Jan. 24.— A report 
has gained currency that the strikers 
Intend to storm the m arket on Vastill 
O strof and seize the prov isions there. 
A t Kolpino, twelv e m iles up the riv er, 
& body of workm en who had started 
for St. P etersburg to join the strik ers 
w ere stopped and fired upon by sol­ 
diers.

St. Petersburg, Jan. 24.—The most 
startlin g feature in the situation today 
is the news that sev eral factories in 
Moscow 
hav e closed 
and 
that the 
w orkm en in the old capital of Russia 
are repeating 
the tactics of their 
fellow-workm en of the new capital, 
m arching from shop to shop and mill 
to mill, dem anding that the establish­ 
m ents be shut down. 
The whole city 
is reported to be in a state of great 
excitem ent ov er the news of the blood­ 
shed here Sunday, which has precipi­ 
tated im m ediately the strike that had 
been planned for W ednesday. 
Mos­ 
cow has more workmen a. I less troops 
than St. Petersburg, and besides Is 
Just now the heart of the liberal mov e­ 
ment, and the danger of bloodier oc­ 
currences there than hav e been w it­ 
nessed here are proportionately g reat­ 
er. 
A rising at Moscow is also more 
likely to hav e greater results indus­ 
trially apd politically than that in St. 
P etersburg. 
A ccording to priv ate reports the 
w orkm en in sev eral other big cities, 
notably Kharkoff. where large locomo­ 
tiv e w orks are located, already hav e 
com pleted plans for « general suspen­ 
sion of work. 
Moreov er, reports are 
curren t that the workmen who other­ 
wise would soon be forced back Into 
the shops or s'tarv e. hav e receiv ed a s­ 
surances of financial support from the 
sources which hitherto hav e furnished 
the sinew s of war to the liberal and 
rev olutionary agitafton. but hav e not 
before been In touch with the labor 
m ov em ent. 
If the strike becomes gen­ 
eral all ov er Russia, and especially if 
the railroads are t rawn In. It might 
im m ediately force the nation to m ake 
peace with Jaoan. 
The situaf'on aunesrs grav e from

dem ands of the strikers, esnecially the 
one affecting hours of labor, which 
R ussian law fixes at elev en. 
The rep­ 
resen tativ es of the workmen accord 
lngto this report are not to be appoint­ 
ed, but selected by the laboring men 
them selv es. 
T his would be the first 
concession to the representativ e peo­ 
ple. 
T here has been no repetition of the 
deplorable

w ith the exception that a single blank 
v olle y was fired to awe a cromni near 
the W arsaw station

The m ilitary ev eryw here has a 
firm grip on the situation and the

forbidding the sal« of petroleum and 
adv ising people to rem ain indoors.

ditions appeared to be ominous when. 
: shortly after dark, the workmen in two 
! electric light plants walked out, refus- 
| ing triple pay to rem ain, and plunged 
the city into utter darkness, including 
j the Nev sky Prospect, which is in the 
fashionable residence quarter. 
The 
w ater supply also was cut off, and a 
v eritable panic ensued. 
Tales that 
dynam ite was in the possession of the 
strik ers and that it was their purpose 
to sack and hum the town had been 
in circulation, and m any people were 
terror-stricken. 
R eserv e troops were 
called out to guard the darkened por 
tion of the city. 
The people fled to 
their hem es. 
Police officers v isited 
ev ery house and store, ordering all not 
to v enture out at their peril and to 
turn out the lights in their front win­ 
dows. 
Shopkeepers and ev en priv ate 
houae ow ners boarded or barred their 
windows and doo i. 
A fter about four 
hours soldiers from the engineer corps 
with the aid of German engineers frpm 
factories, started up the plants. W hen 
the lights were turned on, except for 
the patroling cav alry and infantry, the 
streets were deserted. 
The guards at 
the palaces of the grand dukes are 
especially heav y and ov er 20,000 troops 
are m assed at Tsarkoe-Selo.

a teacher w ith character abov e ques­ 
tion. w ith a m anifest in terest in the 
w elfare of the com m unity, a goodly 
supply of patience, kindness, iudnstry 
and outlook, and w ith scholarship at 
least abov e the av erage of the eom- 
m nnity. 
W hatev er of these are found 
long w anting in any partic ula r school 
is so m uch a reflection upon tha t com- 
m untiy.
